MONTBEAII, Canada, Nov. 27.—One of 
the most severe storms of snow and 
wind known here for years broke over 
this province and Ontario Sunday even- 
ing and still continues. 
The wind 
at 
times blew as hard as seventy miles per 
hour. 
The streets and 
surrounding 
country are covered with snow drifts, 
ten feet deep in places, and the most 
severe cold prevails. 
The horse car 
lines are stopped. 


The steamer Pomeranian, bound for 
Liverpool, which grounded at Sorel, at- 
tempted to reach Quebec Sunday with 
the aid of four tugs. 
Yesterday not 
only the steamer but the tugs, too, were 
frozen in solid. 
The Pomeranian will 
not 
get through this season. 
Her 
bowB are badly cut by the ice, and 
the 
channel being so narrow, she will prob- 
ably be forced ashore on the rocks and 
become a total loss. 
The Allan Steam- 
ship company, which owns her, will lose 
over $300,000. 


At Quebec the gale is raging furiously 
and the iron feny boats that ply be- 
tween that point and Point Lewis are 
caught in the ice, which threatens to 
crush them. 
The steamship "Polino," 
bound from Cape Breton to Quebec, was 
seen 320 miles below Quebec at daylight 
yesterday. 
She soon disappeared and 
has not been seen or reported since. She 
had forty passengers, a crew of thii-ty 
and a general cargo. 


At New Castle six. schooners have been 
caught and crushed in the ice and a sim- 
ilar fate has overtaken ten vessels at 
Chatham. 
Five vessels are caught oj}- 
posite the city and will be crushed.

NEW YORK, Nov. 27.—The Times says 
the railroads of the southwest have all 
signed a preliminai-y agreement, what 
one magnate present stiles "a cast iron 
agi'eemeut," by which it is contracted 
by the various lines to restore rates at 
once, as soon as is practicable under the 
pi'ovisions of the inter-state 
commerce 
law. 
This advance will be equal to an 
average of twenty-five per cent, upon 
all classes of traffic.

PAST. 


Ecuador is a country in which the past 
still reigns. 
The buildings are nevei 
repaired; the Indians, remembering the 
ani^ient glory of their ancestors, have 
no songs and no amusements, and the 
Spanish inhabitants are too poor and 
too proud to get much active pleasure 
from the present. 
One peculiarity oi 
the Indian, showing his attachment tc 
custom, lies in tho fact that he ^vill 
only trade in the market place in Quito, 
where his ancestors have for centuries 
sold their produce. 


A traveler upon the highways may 
meet whole armies of Indians bearing 
loads of supplies, but he can 
obtain 
nothing from them imtil they have 
reached their 
accustomed place 
for 
barter. 


The Indians will even carry 
goods 
ten miles, and sell them for less than he 
was offered at home. 


The author of "The Capitals of Span- 
ish America" says that he once met an 
old woman trudging along with a bas- 
ket of fruit, and though he offered ten 
cgnts for pineapples, which would only 
bring her two and a half in the market, 
she preferred taking the dusty journey 
of two leagues to being relieved of her 
burden at once. 


A gentleman 
living some 
distance 
from town says that, for four years, he 
tried to induce the natives who passed 
every morning with packs of alfalfa 
(clover) to sell him some at his gate; he 
was invariably 
compelled to go into 
town to buy it. 


Nor will the natives sell at wholesale. 
They will give you a gourdful of pota- 
toes for a penny as often as you choose 
to buy, but they 
wiU not sell 
their 
stock in a lump. 
They will sell you a 
dozen eggs for a real (ten cents,) but 
they will not sell five dozen for a dol- 
lar. —Exchange.

HIS SOUTHERN POLICY! 


A Published 
I^etter of 
President- 
elect Harrison Reirardiny H i s 
Southern Policy. 


GKEENviMiE, N. C., Nov, 27.—The 
Greenville Daily Newt to-day prints a 
letter recently received by its editor 
from General Hai-rison, and published 
by his permission. 
It was written in re- 
ply to a letter urging that the southem 
commercial interests would be relieved 
from the obstruction caused by 
the 
doubts and fears regarding the south- 
em policy of the coming administration 
if General Hanison would make some 
general assurances of his purpose to 
follow a conservative course towaid the 
south.

THE relation between cold weather 
and various diseases has lately been 
elaborately studied and discussed by Dr.

largely 
controlled by meteorological 
conditions.
